WASHINGTON, April 11—(@)—A 
big jump in March department store 
sales; which shot them 44 per cent 
ahead of March, 1933, was announced 
today by the federal reserve board. 

Every reserve district shared in the 
increased trade reported by 511 stores 
in 255 cities. The value of sales rose 


27 per cent between January 1 and 
March 31 as compared with the same 
quarter last year. 

The Atlanta district showed the 
largest ‘increase over March a year 
ago, with 71 per cent. The Cleveland 
area came next with 67, and the Dal- 
las region third with 58. 

The three leaders in the rise since 
January 1 were Atlanta, with 43 per 
cent, Dallas with 41 and Cleveland 
with 36. 

The board’s own summary of the 
changes said: 

“Preliminary figures on the value 
of department store sales show an 
increase from February to March of 
considerably more than the estimated 
seasonal amount. The federal reserve 
board’s index, which makes allowance 
for number of business days, for usual 
seasonal movements and for changes 
in the date of Easter, was 76 in March 
on the basis of the 1923-1925 averaye 
as 100, compared with 71 in February 
and 69 in January. 

“In comparison with a year ago, 
the value of sales for March accord- 
ing to preliminary figurés was 44 per 
eent larger. The increase over a year 
ago reflects in part the fact tha Eos.

SOUTHERN FIGHTS 
FARE AGREEMENT 


Road Files With I. C. C. 


Reduced Coach Rates. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—(@/)— 
The Southern railway, first of the 
great railroad systems to attack bus 
competition with greatly reduced pas- 
senger fares, today definitely made 


known its refusal to agree with bus 
operators by filing with the interstate 
commerce commission an application 
for extension of the time during which 
it may charge less than the standard 
fare on coaches. 

The Southern, along with other 
southeastern roads, was represented 
two weeks ago at a conference in 
New Orleans between bus operators, 
railroads, NRA representatives and a 
representative of the federal co-ordi- 
nator of transportatien. 


Johnson, administrator of the NRA, 
announced that the railroads and 
buses had agreed that the railroads 
charging the reduced rates should 
raise their fares to a minimum of two 
cents a mile and that the bus opera- 
tors would revise their codes to abol- 
ish chartering of buses and special 
low excursion rates. 

Several days later it was disclosed 
that the Southern and some of the 
other roads refused to agree with the

other processor in this country who 
does use and must use other oils or 
other fats on which the processing 
tax is levied. 

“To Illustrate, a large quantity of 
another southern product is used in 
soapmaking. it is used to make & 
particular kind of soap, but it is 
used in connection with imported 
whale and fish oils. If the whale and

ket for the cottonseed. the cottonseed 
oil. and its products.” 

He pointed out that it was obvious- 
ly unfair to tax the raw material of

IS ASKED BY CUBAN

said the strike would continue.

“On Our Way,” Published 
Today, Constitutes Pres- 
ident’s Analysis of His 
First Year in Power. 


NEW YORK, April 11.—(4)—“We 
as a people are determined,” writes 


* President Roosevelt, “after going for- 


ward for one year, to keep on going 


‘forward some more... 


. “A year ago things were going 
wrong with our civilization,” the presi- 
dent adds in his “On Our Way,” pub- 
lished tomorrow. “We might as well 
admit it. We know at least the ideals 
of the men and women who settled 
America. We know at least the ideals 
of the founders of the republic. 

“In the latter years conditions had 
greatly changeidil—perhaps we had not 
fergotten the older ideals, but at least 
we were disregarding most of them. 

“We, the people of this country do 
not need, nor do we seek for criticism 
or for opposition that is merely de- 
structive; such individuals or associa- 
tions of individuals, which for politi-

They 
were the cases of Willie Harris, con- 
victed in Warren county for the slay- 
ing of Waddell Moore, and Lacy 
Brown, convicted in Washington 
county for the killing of Gordon 
Brown. 

The supreme court held that it had 
no jurisdiction and sent to the court 
of appeals a _ by J. M. Morris to 
recover $34,007 paid by the city to 
the Georgia Power Company in Jan- 
uary, 1931. Morris had charged that 
the amount, paid for an old lighting 
bill, was excessive. His suit was di- 
rected against City Clerk J. Henson 
Tatum and his bonding company. 

The high court Wednesday also up- 
held the action of the Fulton superior 
court in dismissing a $500,000 libel 
action brought by Eva E. McFarlan 
against John A. Manget, of Atlanta. 
The suit was based on alle libel 
in alleged letters written to the plain- 
tiff by the defendant in ordering her 
to move from the Churches’ Home for 
Working Girls of which Mr. Manget 
is the directing head. 


WOOD AVIATION BILL | 
INDORSED BY C. OF C. 


Georgia congressional representa- 
tives will be urged to support the Mc- 
Carren and Woods aviation bills in 
the senate and house by the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, it was an- 
nounced Wednesdny, following the 
adoption of a resolution by the avia- 
tion committee of the chamber indors- 
ing the proposed plans. 

In an effort to prevent Atlanta be- 
ing merely a stop-over on new air 
mail routes, the committee, headed by 
Major W,. L. Plummer, reserve army 
flyer, will wire the representatives 
asking them to support the proposed 
bills which will maintain Atlanta’s 
status as an important aviation cen- 
ter. The committee pointed out that 
400 workers have left Georgia already 
beeause of the curtailment of flying 
activities in the state due to cancella- 
tion of air mail contracts.

Three men accused of recent rob- 
beries pleaded guilty Wednesday _be- 
fore Judge Edgar E. Pomeroy in Ful- 
ton superior court and were given 
sentences ranging from 2 to 12 years. 

J. R. Leard, former chain store 
manager who was charged with turn- 
ing to robbery of chain stores in a 
series of holdups, was given two to 
three years on a five-count indictment, 
to follow a sentence of 8 to 12 years 
passed in previous cases.

Rehearing Granted 
In Income Tax Case 


The supreme court Wednesday 
granted an application for a rehear- 
ing of the case involving deduction of 
the amount paid in federal income 
taxes from the amount paid on the 
state under the Boykin income tax law 
of 1929. 

The case is that of the National 
Biscuit Company and others against 
the state revenue commission. The 
comniission filed the application for 
reheafing. 

Recently the supreme court held 
that under the law of 1929 a person 
or corporation might deduct the 
amount paid the federal government 
from the income on which the state 
tax was paid. In 1931 the law was 
clarified and the deduction was not 
permitted. 

If the first decision stands it is 
said that the state will have to pay 
back about $250,000 collected from 
individuals and corporations. If 
it is reversed the state will collect a 
similar sum from those who have de- 
layed payment until final adjudication 
of the case.

Prosecutor Charges Funds 
Were Paid From Cam- 
paign Money. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—(/)— 
A witness in the trial of Bishop 
James Cannon, charged with failure 


to report fully 1928 campaign contri- 
butions to the churchman’s  anti- 
Smith cause, today told a jury he 
had been loaned $12,000 by the 
bishop early in 1929 

The loan, said Ernest H. Cherring- 
ton, like Cannon a leader in the pro- 
hibition movement, was of a private 
nature and had no connection with 
the 1928 campaizgn. 

Defense attorneys agreed with the 
prosecution that part of the loans 
were made in the following manner: 
$2,700 on January 5 and $1,800 on 
January 17, both drawn from ac-

THE CHICAGO EXHIBIT. 


Plans being matured for the 
Georgia exhibit this year at the 
Century of Progress Exposition 
contemplate an exhibit more attrac- 
tive even than the one last year, 
which ranked among the most in- 
teresting at the exposition.

To this end the Macon meeting 
will be largely a melting pot of in- 
dividual and group information, 
gathered through the past vear by 
workers in every community In the | 
State, and out of which can be 
formed the framework of social 
work activities during the next 12 
months. 

Those who attend the conference 
will come to receive first-hand 
knowledge of present-day social

The ,réesponsibility of 
local communities, the state and the 
federal government will be carefully 
defined. 

The list of outstanding *speakers 
who will be heard assures that the 
conference will be one of the most 
helpful yet to be held by the social 
workers of the state, and assures 
that those who attend will return to 
their homes better equipped for 
their work. 


GOOD AND BAD FIRE RECORDS. 

Another national recognition of 
the efficiency of the Atlanta fire 
department comes in the announce- 
ment that it has won sixth place in 
the cities between 100,000 and 
250,000 in the national fire waste 
contest, sponsored annually by. the 
national and local chambers of com- 
merce of the country. 

The ranking of the fire depart- 
ments of the country in the find- 
ings of this contest is based not 
solely on efficiency in fire fighting, 
but as well on efforts at fire pre- 
vention and the total fire loss suf- 
fered in each city. 

While Atlanta has full right to 
be proud of its low apnual fire 
losses, amounting last -year to only 
$1.95 per capita, a figure far 
below the average for the country, 
the record for the entire state in 
this respect is among the worst. 

As a result of the annual loss 
from fire of $4.75 per capita, in- 
surance rates have been steadily 
raised, and the state is now paying 
an unduly high tribute in the form 
of fire losses and insurance pre- 
miums for its failure to adopt mod- 
ern methods of fire prevention. 

It is to reduce these losses that 
plans are now being matured, un- 
der the sponsorship of state and 
local officials and the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters, for the 
establishment of a fire college in 
Georgia similar to those that are 
being successfully operated in prac- 
tically all other states of the Union. 

The fire college will be held each 
spring, the first to be staged in 
classrooms at Georgia Tech, and 
the class work to be supplemented 
with technical and practical studies 
through the utilization of the equip- 
ment of the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment. 

There will be no dues or tuition 
at the fire college and the students 
will be composed of representatives 


of both paid and paid-and-private |. 


fire departments in the state. The 
addresses will be delivered by out- 
standing experts in fire fighting, 
who will come to Georgia under the 
sponsorship of the federal govern- 
ment and the National Underwrit- 


‘ers’ Association. 


The project has the unqualified 
indorsement of State Commissioner 
of Education Collins and the At- 
lanta board of firemasters, and it 
should result in bringing the rec- 
ord of fire losses each year in line 
with other states which have al- 
ready adopted modern fire preven- 
tion methods as an important ad- 
junct of their fire fighting efforts.

Germany and the 


Catholic Church. : 
The attitude of the Catholic church 
towards Hitler and his government is 
almost incomprehensible. It is sure- 
ly at first glance. Personally, . the 
pope is said to be “favorable” to Hit- 
ler. This is not surprising, since the 
presef? pontiff has always shown a 
more favorable attitude toward Ger- 
many than toward France. Yet at 
the same time the Catholics in Ger- 


many are feeling the iron heel of the 
Hitler regime and the Catholic youth 
movement is being dissolved rapidly 
and being placed completely under the 
nazis’ control, Catholic priests have 
been beaten up. The cardinal of Ba- 
varia, Monsignor Faulhaber, bas had 
his windows broken severa] times, 
and once by a shot, so that the pope 
in order to protect his prelate, had to 
elevate him to the rank of papal nun- 
cio, something which gives him am- 
bassadorial standing and immunity 
from arrest. 


People are wondering why the Cath- 
olics of Germany, millions strong, have 
submitted so meekly to the Hitler re- 
gime. The chief explanation is that 
the Vatican forbade “all forms of po- 
litical action” two years ago and so 
really undermined the strength of the 
Catholic party, which once ruled Ger- 
many. The Catholic party was the 
only one which could have fought Hit- 
ler successfully. But, as the Mercure 
de France remarks, the Catholic 
party was handed over bound hand 
and foot to Hitler py the Vatican. The 
church is reduced to servitude. The 
conscience of many Catholics is trou- 
bled, for they cannot understand that 
the Vatican condones or permits the 
complete subjugation of the church, 

What the Vatican hopes to accom- 
plish with its extremely conciliatory 
attitude toward Hitler is the strength- 
ening of Germany and the destruction 
of the political hegemony of France 
in Europe. The Catholics in Germa- 
ny are sacrificed to the pope’s politi- 
cal ambitions. Yet the pope will in 
the end succeed only in destroying the 
faith in Germany, as has happened in 
Italy. When the pope compromised 
with Mussolini he said that Italy 
would now become a great Catholic 
state, a model to the rest of the world.

His approaches to the soviet govern- 
ment have not brought results and he 
has seen the church receive a severe 
blow in Spain and Mexico. In the 
first country there is now a Catholic 
come-back, it is said. But it is nos 
of a permanent character. The reac- 
tionary groups in power in Spain at 
the present moment will not last the 
year out. And then the revenge on 
the church, for siding with the reac- 
tion as usual, will be more terrible 
than the outbreaks against churches 
and monasteries at the beginning of 
the republic.

As I say, I wish we could ignore 
the small proportion of cases (from 
5 to 10 per cent) of coryza that are 
not infectious and not communi- 
cable. But they do happen and there 
is no denying the fact. It is unfor- 
tnnate for two reasons. First, the 
circumstance that non-infectious 
coryza can happen gives aid and com- 
fort to the dolts and scoundrels who 
peddle the cri. They can always claim 
that theirs is the harmless type of 
coryza. Second, such  non-in 
coryza, say from sensitivity to a cer- 
tain food or from exposure to the 
danger or hair or feathers of an ani- 
mal or bird, frequently develops short- 
ly after the victim has felt a draft or 
changed his underwear or wet his feet 
or noticed some change of weather, 


weighs all scientific knowledge and 
wisdom in the mind of a wiseacre. 

Non-infectious coryza is character- 
istically abrupt in onset and abrupt 
in clearing up. It is annoying or irri- 
tating and a tiresome nuisance while 
the attack ia on, but it does not make 
the victim ill. It does not cause head- 
acre, malaise, 
disturbance of health. Nor is it ac- 
companied by sore throat, as infec- 
tious coryza or the cri often is. There 
ia no incubation stage. The nose sud- 
denly stuffs up, perhaps the eyes red- 
den too, and soon a profuse, perhaps 
irritating watery running at the nose 
| begins. With this there is likely to be 
considerable sneezing with many ex- 
clamations of damitall. 

All this lasts usually only an hour 
or so, seldom as long as half a day. 
Infectious coryza, on the other hand, 
is usually many hours coming on, and 
| lasts seldom less than a day or two. 
| The non-infectious coryza usually 
ceases abruptly as it began. And as

Hawks Joins Search in China 
For Lost Fliers, Ex-Tech Student 


SHANGHAI, April 12.—(Thurs- 
day)—(/)—F rank Hawks, the Ameri- 
can speed pilot, took off at 10:55 a. 
m. today (9:55 p. m. Wednesday, 
eastern standard time, for Hangchow 
bay to search for three American 
fliers believed marooned in fog-bound 
waters off the China coast. 

James Frink, of Miami, Fla., for- 
mer Georgia Tech student, and Robert 
Gast, of Louisville, Ky., have been un- 
reported since they hopped off on the 
Shanghai-Canton mail route Tuesday 
morning. 

With them was Ivan Carlson, of 
Donna, Texas, communications super- 
intendent of the Shanghai-Canton air 
line, on an inspection trip, and a 
Japanese business man as passenger. 

Hawks, here demonstrating a new 
type bomber to the Chinese govern- 
ment, offered his services in a search 
for the missing aviators and their 
ship, but was forced to delay depar- 
ture because of intense fog. 

Two amphibian planes attempted to 
take off from Shanghai but were 
forced to return before reaching Hang- 
chow bay. Hawks’ plane is not 
equipped for landing upon water. 

Experts were still inclined to be- 
lieve the missing plane was down 
somewhere in the bay as a matter ol 
precaution, and would return or pro- 
ceed to Canton as soon as the fog 
lifted. , 

They were not able to establish radio 
contact, however. 

Hangchow bay is dotted with is- 
lands which, although small in cir- 
cumference, extend high in the air, 
making air navigation in the vicinity 
dangerous without perfect visibility.

GEORGIA FARMING 
METHODS INPRO 


A. A. A. Reduction Con- 
tracts Being Faithfully 
Kept, Director Reports. 


ATHENS, Ga., April 11.—(/)— 
Georgia farmers are giving serious 
thought to the future, to replacement 
crops for lands retired under AAA 
programs, and are working for better 
methods of farming, it was said today 
at the office of the agricultural ex- 
tension service at the University of 
Georgia. ; 

“How shall I farm my land if I am 
going to reduce cotton and tobacco 
acreage?” This is the question , being 
raised all over the state, Harry L. 
Brown, extension director said. 

Mr. Brown said the farmers are 
living up to the terms of the con- 
tracts without the slightest effort to 
get around them and that compliance 
with the contract means that they are 
not increasing acreage in other basic 
commodities except for home consump- 
tion. 

An encouraging feature of the AAA’s 
cotton plan, as discovered by growers 
and reported by county farm agents, 
is that it is aiding them in “getting 
on a cash basis,” L. I. Skinner, ex- 
tension district agent for northwest 
Georgia, reported.

MINTOSH PLEADS 
FOR CONSERVATION 


Saving of Nation’s Re- 
sources Urgent, Water- 
works Delegates AreTold 


AUGUSTA, Ga.,.April 11.—()— 
Conservation of natural resources’ is 
one of the big problems of America, 
Henry T. McIntosh, edftor of the Al- 
bany -Herald and regional chairman 
of the national planning board, told 
the southeastern section of the Ameri- 
can Waterworks Association in con- 
vention here today. 

“Each year,” he said, “three billion 


tons of soil wash into the streams. 
The oil frontier has been exploited, 
forests have been destroyed until floods 
are inevitable and potential water 
power development has been lessened. 

“We have quite enough remaining 

for our needs. We may still pros- 
per. We may continue to increase 
our per capita wealth, but not unless 
we plan its use intelligently. Not un- 
less we stop wasting what God gave 
us.” 
He said the southeastern states have 
en backward about planning and 
that “planless building” had cost 
“staggering sums.” Planning, he add- 
ed, would have made the program fit 
the needs of the people. 

The things the southeast must con- 
sider, he said, are reforestation, soil, 
soil erosion, land uses, trends of in- 
dustry and population, public health 
and public education, taxation and lo- 
cal governments, transportation, water 
power and stream polution.” 

Planning of public works is essen- 
tial to prevent waste of public funds, 
he said. “The changes we are pass- 
ing through now’ are no mere surface 
ripples but deep running currents vi- 
tal to our well-being and destined to 
determine what manner of country 
this shall be in the yeats ahead.” 

J. H. Johnston, state public” works 
administration engineer, also was on 
today’s program. Several technical 
addresses were scheduled during the 
day. A banquet was arranged for the 
delegates tonight.

At a hearing on the petition for in- 
junction last July it was brought out 
that the gates were erected about 50 
years ago. Judge William H. Barrett 
suggested that the matter be suspend- 
ed pending a possible agreement.

AUGUSTA, Ga., April 11.—(4)— 
Six months from the September state 
democratic primary finds this section 
of Georgia easing out into the po- 
litical picture with pre-campaign shy- 
ness. 

Political leaders and prospective 
candidates have begun feeling around, 
but so far only one person has an- 
nounced his candidacy for a_ state- 
house job. 

Walter R. McDonald, deposed pub- 
lic service commissioner, said he 
would seek “re-election” this fall.

Daniel, of LaGrange, a Talmadge ap- 
pointee. McDonald was ousted by 
executive orde: last July 21. 

“IT said then,” McDonald stated,

people at the polls in 1934.” 

On the other hand, another Augus- 
tan is feeling the pulse of the situ- 
ation with an eye on a statehouse 
job, He is Alf L. Traylor, former 
member of the Richmond legislative 
delegation®> who said he is “contem- 
plating” announcing his candidacy 
for secretary of state. The incum- 
bent is John B. Wilson. 

“IT am not prepared to make a 
definite statement,” Traylor _ said, 
“but will know in a short while what 
I will do.” 

Candidates for the legislature may 


be awaiting the outcome of the Tal- 
madge and anti-Talmadge talk or for 
proper campaign issues to bob up.

Soon after Paul Du Chaillu left 
western Africa, following his first four- 
year visit, two Englishmen came to 
the continent—John Spee and James 
Grant. They were bent upon reaching 
the headwaters of the Nile river. To 
do so they had to go into east-central 
Africa, to places where whites had 
never gone before. 


James Grant. 

Landing on the coast, not far from 
the equator, they gathered a large 
arty for the adventure—10 riflemen, 
B4 Seedee boys and 115 porters. The 
“Seedee boys” were African natives. 
Half of them deserted before the end 
of the journey; and all except two of 
the negro porters gave up their jobs 
along the way. Eleven mules and five 
donkeys were used to carry heavy 
pieces of baggage. ~ 

After four months the explorers 
reached the village of Kazeh, where 
they were delayed 51 days because of 


river floods and because so many of 
the porters had deserted. 

Obtaining new porters the English- 
men made their way westward across 
the mountains. Progress was slow—~ 
they covered only 90 miles in 75 days. 

At one point in the journey they 
visited a native chief whom they called 
“King Rumanika.” 

“He stood six feet two inches,” said 
Grant in an account he wrote at a later 
time, “and he had a mild expression, 
His five wives were of enormous size, 
unable to enter the door of an ordinary 
hut Their diet consisted of boiled 
plantains (bananas) and milk. The 
king lived on milk, the juice of boiled 
beef and a very little plantain wine.” 

Grant became ill and had such trou- 
ble with one of his knees that he had 
to be carried on a stretcher much of 
the time. The natives were kind to 
him, giving him presents of fowl, but- 
ter milk and sugar cane. Sometimes 
they offered him fried grasshoppers 
and “freshly fledged white ants,” but 
in such cases he said, “No, thank you.” 

In the region of Lake Victoria, 
grant and Speke visited the king of 
Uganda in his capital city. In writing 
about Uganda. Grant said: 

“No flour or milk is used in the 
country, the natives living entirely on 
plantains boiled or made into wine, 
The natives are extremely musical, 
and their instruments were well play- 
ed, especially a. small harp.”

“How Character Comes, Is Subject — 
Of Dr. Richardson's Talk to Parents 


“The true solution to the difficulty 
is that character is wrought. What 
we teach and what we show by exam- 
ple never becomes firmly embedded. in 
the experience of the ehild until he 
has a chance: to work it out,” said 
the speaker. 

“This is where the newer education 
differs from the old. Really progres- 
sive education gives the child precept 
and example, but in addition it allows 
him to work out his own salvation. 
Character comes then only as it is 
put into practice by the child. With 
‘this conception, every home _ is the 
place where character is formed.” 

An informal talk led to a discussion 
of educational problems, with the par- 
ticular needs of Atlanta in view. In 
conelusion, Dr. Richardson pointed out 
that all of the larger cities of America 
are working out the problems of pro- 
gressive education in privately con- 
trolled schools and undoubtedly At- 
Janta is already doing this. He point- 
ed out that education is never static 
or standardized but must be adjusted 
to the individual child in his own 
community. No matter how fine the 
public education facilities of the com- 
munity may be, the best character 
work is always done in the laboratory 
of the privately endowed school. In 
the discussion that followed, character- 
education and education shared 


equally.

As a matter of fact, we have found 
that it is not nearly so simple as 
that, and the younger genefation can- 
not get either learning or character 
by being given the experience of its 
elders. [It is nearer the truth to say 
that character is caught, the focus of 
infection being the parents and other 
elders to whose example the child is 
exposed. is puts a severe test upon 
parents in. the home, who are con- 
stantly setting examples, whether they 
are ‘conscious. or unconscious of the 
fact. But this, too, is insufficient for 
the reason that the child frequently 
takes the example that we do not wish 
to set and leaves unassimilated the 
thing that we are constantly trying to 
put across.

In the last few days, the following have dropped by my room in 
Atlanta, where 1 had a chance to put this query to each in turn— 

Babe Ruth, champion home-run hitter; Bobby Jones, best of all golt 
swingers; Bill Tilden and Ellsworth Vines, the top of tennis;, P. Hal 
Sims, the bridge star who also plays golf and tennis well, and Harry 


Mehre, Georgia’s able football coach.

There should be enough talent here 
to know something about the combi- 
nation that helped to make all fa- 
mous—to break more records than any 
group that is likely to gather in any 
one sitting room. 

BOBBY JONES—‘“To me, thinking 
especially of golf, athough it seems 
to be very much the same in other 
sports, the essence of form is sim- 
plicity, the elimination of all waste 
motion and the avoidance of all un- 
necessary complications. With few 
exceptions, the star performers in any 
sport make their jobs look ridicuously 
easy. This is because of the high 
efficiency of good form. Timing is 
the mental and physical co-ordination 
that carries this correct method into 
actual play. Form, of course, 
tell over the long stretch, but, even 
in the shorter span, the man with the 
soundest method is usually the one 
whose game stands up best under the 
strain of an important competition.” 

BABE RUTH—"You've handed mé¢ 
a tough one. But I'll take a st 
it. Form, I would say, is the short 
cut to playing a game well the easiest 
way. In baseball, for example, it in- 
cludes the way you stand at plate— 
the most comfortable position—the 
way you grip a bat—the way your 
hands and body and feet work to- 
gether. Your weight must go with 
your swing, not against it. Being a 
left-hander, I get a big part of my 
power from the right side—the right- 
hander from the left side.

In my 
opinion, form and timing seldom work 
perfectly. I'd be thankful to have 
them work that way three times a 
year.

WHAT ATLANTA LEARNED 

FROM THE STARS’ vV:SIT. 

Now that P. Hal Sims and his 
wife, Johnny Rau and Charlie Lock- 


ridge have left our midst after a visit 
which provided many thrills and much 
pleasure for the bridge lovers of this 
city, there are two things that should 
be deeply impressed upon one and all 
who met these players in competi- 


Third 


tion. 

First, that Atlanta bridge players, 
or at least a good many of them, can 
make a creditable showing against 
even the great players of the east and, 
second, that the Atlanta interpreta- 
tion of the Sims system has been 
rather inaccurate. Let us consider 
each in turn. 

This writer has long eontended that 
the foremost Atlanta players could 
make a good showing against any 
bridge played in this country, Some 
agreed with this statement, some scoff- 
ed. Fortunately my argument had 
tangible support last summer and fall 
when players from this city made ex- 
tremely fine showings in national 
events. Still there were many who 
thought that some of the master play- 
ers could perform miracles at the card 
table. They thought when they saw 
some of them in action that they 
would see feats exhibited at the card 
table that would awe them and keep 
them awake nights thinking of the 
stupenduous keenness of the great 
players. 

Now bridge, unlike chess, its brother 
in intellectual pastimes, is limited in 
its scope of so-called super plays. The 
number of these so-called super plays 
may be limited to four. They are the 
squeeze, the coup, the strip play and 
the end play. True there are several 
variations of the first,-but all are 
based on the same principle. 

How often in the run ot a 30-board 
tournament do you play a hand that 
contains one of these super plays? Not 
nearly as many as you might suppose. 
While on the other hand there are 
countless hands on which the mediocre 
player can defend or make a contract 
with the same degree of skill that the 
expert can. 

The expert may have a little better 
judgment on whether to stretch a bid 
or double an opponent. He may be 
quicker to recognize a squeeze or end 
play than some of our best players 
and his execution on extremely diffi- 
cult hands may possess a slightly finer 
touch. But taking everything into con- 
sideration, the best in this country 
have not a great deal over some of the 
Atlanta players. 

Turning to’ the second lesson we 
learned from Mr. Sims’ visit, it must 
have been shocking to this great play- 
er to see how some of his followers in 
Atlanta interpreted his system. To 
those who sat hehind him during the 
many tournaments in which he com- 
peted while here, it must have been a 
revelation to see the difference in the 
way he bid and his conception of first 
and second hand bids and third and 
fourth hand bids as compared to the 
idea existing and practiced by his 
deciples of our city. 

To see some players sit In the first 
and second seat and blandly pass four 
and four and a half hofor tricks must 
have brought tears fo the master’s 
eyes. To see third hand open on an 
ace and a king must have been heart- 
breaking to the founder of the system. 
However, he probably said nothing 
and thought much. Maybe he hoped 
that that type of player would play 
against him and enrich his score. At 
any rate far be it from this writer to 
try and enlighten the alleged Sims 
players. Tops are all too scarce in 
this town and I still need them. May 
his followers still continue to pass 
power houses in the first and second 
seats and open on rags in the third. 

Sims’ Tournaments. 

In conclusion, it might not be amiss 
to give the result of Mr. Sims’ tourna- 
ment activities while here. A glance 
shows that he made a splendid record 
in competition. This competition lasted 
over a week and consisted in playing 
against practically every type of dupli- 


tremely fast. 

_He reached here Friday. That eve- 
ning at the Cavendish, paired with 
Johnny Rau, he won the tournament. 
The following ~ his team, consisting 
of his wife, au, Billy Barrett, 
Charlie Lockridge, Jack Feagin and 
himself, made a rather dismal showing 
in the Baxter cup team-of-four tourna- 
ment. True, he did not compete in the 
afterncon session. The two sessions 
consisted of about 70 boards and of- 
fered a fine opportunity for form to 
run true. It was a tremendous sur- 


prise that the Sims team failed to be 
either at the top or near it. 

next tournament was at the 
Terrace Club and held in two sections. 
Paired with Whitner Cary, Sims tied 
for second .place' im section A, That 
section was won by Mrs. J. W. 
Greenawalt and Mrs. Robert Ingram 
with a tremendous score. The Caven- 
dish Club tournament the following 
evening saw Sims and Lockridge fin- 
ish third. This event was won by Billy 
Barrett and Whitner Cary with EB. B.
